It was not strange that there were two dif- 
ferent opinions brought out by this question, 
but the man who asked for an opini nm gave 
one of his own that was conceded to strike the 
nailon the head, He said: 

“Tt is the trave ling ¢ public that gets the 
worst of me scalper’s busine ss, even aiter you 
take out the difierence between what they 
charge for their second-hand tickets and a 
straight ticket.

what the railroad managers and passenger 
agents always say. They don’t mind giving
